No Runs, No Hits, Some Errors 


Weary Michigan legisiators have now gone 
home~—or wherever weary legislators go after they 
lock up the state capitol. 

They nave tussled mightily with Gov, Milliken’s 
far-reaching education reform package, and fought 
it to a draw. 

No runs, no hits, and time will only tell huw 
many errors, 

The voung-looking Michigan governor also has 
departed the scene of baitie, for a much-needed 
veeation among the sui and sand of the south! 

Behind, bent and battered, is an ambitious, 
extensive and controversial set of preposals which, 
if enacted, would have shaken the state's 
educational pattern pretty much to the quick. 

Milliken, we can assume, was genuinely 
disappointed that his package didn’t pass in this 
Special legislative session. He was probably even 
more disappointed that not a singie smidgeon was 
adopted. He should not have been surprised, but 
we'll bet he was. 


Legislatures, by and large, do not like to deal 
with fundamental reform. They do noi ike to deal 
with matters that require higher taxes. And they 
do not like to be backed into a calendar corner, 
with Saint Nick peeking over their shoulders. 

You can count on the pinky of one hand the 
substantia! measures thet have been adopted at 


yuie-time special legislative sessions; but you nave 
to take off both shoes to count the number of 
relatively recent times governors or others 
interested in pet programs have either tried or 
seriously weighed the possibility of using the 
tactic. 

Now, there is brave talk about the lawmakers 
taking on the Milliken school program first thing 
in January. Frankly, we doubt it.

Looking back on the past few months, he has 
said: “I believe in the main it was a successful 
session. . .I believe we have made progress.”

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Throw-Away Bottles 
Help Build Roads 


Thinking Americans are 
concerned about the litter- 
strewn American highways. A 
college student has an idea and 
his college professor is helping 
him to implement it. 

Experiments are being con- 
ducted at the University of 
Missouri using bottle glass in 
our highways. Roy Joplin of 
Kansas City and Dr. Delbert 
Day are working with erushed 
throw-away bottles and mixing 
the glass fragments with-as- 
phalt to determine the proper 
size glass-aggregate and the 
correct mixture. 

They are using this mixture 
in place of the conventional 
gravel and limestone aggre- 
gate required to form the con- 
crete used in pavements. 

Joplin & Day patched a hole 
in a campus parking lot. Not 
only did the patch wear as well 
as astandard limestone-asphalt 
combination, it withstood traf- 
fic and weathering, and was 
absolutely harmless to tires as 
well. 

Now, encouraged by the 
parking lot patch test, the re- 
searchers will whip up a king- 
size batch and pave a 600-foot 
long street area, 20 feet wide, 
also on campus, and examine 
it for durability, skid resist- 


ance, and a confirmation of its - 


harmiessness to tires.
